Successor to 
President 
Old Argument

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


important problem of age gets 
scant notice down through the 
generations as constitutional ex- 
perts argue a question as old as 
the Constitution itself. 


Who should succeed to the 


presidency if there is no presi- 
dent or vice president? Should 
it be a member of Congress? 
Should it be a member of the 
president's 
Cabinet, 
starting 


with the secretary of state? 


You can do arithmetic which 


will show that over the past 30 
years, on the average, the sec- 
retary of state was younger 
when he began his job than the 
speaker of the House or the 
Senate's president pro-tempore. 


Then you run into an old tru- 


ism: It's not just a question of 
age but how good a man is at 
whatever his age happens to be. 


Right now age is getting at- 


tention because under present 
law next in line behind Presi- 
dent Johnson for the presidency, 
if he died, are two aging men: 
House Speaker 
John McCor- 


mack, D-Mass., and Carl Hay- 
den, D-Ariz., the Senate's presi- 
dent pro tempore. 


McCormack 
is 
almost 72; 


Hayden is 86. 


Neither could be accurately 


described as a ball of fire. 
There were 'reports Wednesday 
that both might step down, to let 
younger men be in line if any- 
thing happened to Johnson. ' 


But when a reporter asked 


McCormack about it, he stormed 
out, saying: "Is there no limit 
to decency?" He had previously 
said he favors the present ar- 
rangement which puts him next 
in line for the White House. 


And in the Senate, Democrat- 


ic Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana not only defended Hay- 
den but practically called him a 
monument. 


Under law for 94 years, from 


1792 until 1886, this was the line 
of succession: the Senate's pres- 
dent pro tempore and then the 
House speaker. 


Under a change in the law 


and for 61 years, from 1886 until 
1947, this was the succession: 
he members of the Cabinet, 
starting with secretary of state. 


The law was changed again in 


1947 and for the past 16 years 
his has been the succession: 
:he speaker of the House, the 
Senate's president pro tempore, 
and then the Cabinet, starting 
with the secretary of state. 


The average age of the Cabi- 


net which Johnson took over 
rom President Kennedy — in 
contrast to McCormack's 
71 


years and Hayden's 86—is 49 
/ears. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk is 54. 


For the past 30 years the av- 


erage age at which a secretary 
of state took office—there were 
eight secretaries in that time- 
was 58. 


In that same 30-year period 


the average age of the House 
speakers when they b e c a m e 
speaker—there have ben six- 
was 64. 


But the picture gets a little 


mixed when it is remembered 
that some men stay on and on in 
a job, geting older, but still 
highly capable.

Of course not, and so it is 


with writing. It's practice, prac- 
'ice, practice plus dedication. 


Success in writing or any oth- 


?r art doesn't come easily. Be- 
n'nd every successful writer, 
are long years of training,' ex- 
perience, sacrifice and hard 
work. I've been writing since I 
was a child and am still learn- 
ng. There are moments when 
I wonder why I ever chose it 
as a profession, then I think of 
;he pleasure, satisfaction and 
money it's netted me—money 
enough to support me, care for 
my mother and aunt, and I am 
reassured. However, if I never 
sold a word, I'd still write. To 
me it is the most satisfying 
form of self-expression. But, 
ike anything worth doing, not 
to be taken casually. 


If you and I were to sit down 


over a cup of coffee and talk 
about writing as a possible car 
reer, I would tell you that writ- 
ing is an urge which increases 
with production. The more you 
write, the stronger the desire. 
It usurps all else, even to the 
point where you come to men- 
tally take notes on everything 
which happens to you, tragic or 
comic, with the detachment of 
an observer. Writing can dog 
and taunt you until you get to 
hating it almost as much as you 
love it. 


Whether or not writing a col-
